Receives Names Aa C hairm an 
The secrecy of the move caught 
politicians by surprise. It was easy 
to keep it a secret, as Governor Al­ 
len, In the capacity as chairman of 
the democratic state central com­ 
mittee*, receives applications of all 
candidates. He simply filed his own 
name and that of Morgan with 
himself. 
Until the Allen-Morgnn qualifica­ 
tions became known, it was believed 
that the former Huey P. Long m a­ 
chine stood solidly behind the ticket 
headed by Judge Richard W. Leche 
for governor, and Allen Ellender, 
speaker of the state house of rep­ 
resentatives, for senator. 
Spokesmen for the Allen admin­ 
istration group claimed that Allen 
and Morgan qualified to protest the 
administration's political

in the event of the death, illness or 
withdrawal of Leche or Ellender.
